In the provinee of Alberta the 
board has made 4,585 loans for a 
total of $9.448,000 of which 85.855,- 
000 has been repaid. Ninety-four 
ner cent of the borrowers in the 
province had no first mortgade ar- 
rears at March 31, 1945. During 
the fiscal vear borrowers in Alber- 
ta paid $1.534.000 on account of 


principal and $244,000 on account | 


of interest. During sixteen years 
of operation in Alberta, the board 
has aequired only 71 securities

CROP TESTED 
(By H.G.L. Strange) 

During the past fifteen years 
thousands of farmers have increas- 
ed their incomes by taking advant- 
age of the services offered by the 
“Crop Testing Plan’. The testing 
done determines whether crops are 
truc-to-variety, or whether instead 
they consist of bad mixtures which 
indicate that farmers are needlessly 
losing money on yield, quality and 
grade, The “Crop Testing Plan” 
service is open free to all farmers 
operating in the Prairie provinces. 
Any farmer, therefore, who desires 
to have his wheat crop tested for 
trucness-to-variety need only send
